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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the amendments to Claims 1 , 7, 14, and 15 alter 
the scope of the claims, requiring further consideration, as well as Introduce new matter. 

As per Claim 1, Applicant argues that the limitation "within a single screen a group of windows comprising" distinguishes the claim over 
the prior art. However, since this limitation was submitted with Applicants remarks after the close of prosection said limitation cannot be 
considered until such time as Applicant files a request for continued examination. 

Also, since no mention of a "screen" is made anywhere in Applicant's originial disclosure, the inclusion of this limitation would necessitate 
a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

As per Claims 7, 14, and 15. the proposed amendments suffer the same deficiencies as the proposed amendment for Claiml. 

Since the submitted amendment will not be entered. Claims 1-15 stand as being finally rejected. 
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
